BE IT ORDAINED BY THE MAYOR 
AND CITY COUNCIL OP THE CITY 
OP NEW SMYRNA, FLORIDA. 


Section 1. 
That the City Clerk 


shall be local registrar of vital sta- 
tistics and It shall be his duty 
to 


supply to all physicians, midwivea 
undertakers and others requiring 
them tor use, blank certificates 
for 


the registration of births and deaths 
which shall be of standard form ap- 
proved by the State Board of Health 
end to receive, and make copies of 
such certificates, and transmit the 
originals 
to the State Board 
of 


Ralth on the tenth (10) day I of each 
month, and to issue burial, removal 
or other permits upon the 
receipt 


of complete, satisfactory and proper 
executed certificates of death; and 
no dead body of a human being 
whose death occurs, or whose body 
Is found in this city shall be interred, 
otherwise disposed of, removed from 
he city, or held more than seventy- 
two hours after death, without 
burial, removal or other permit is- 
sued by the City Clerk In advance 
of such interment, other disposition 
or removal. 


Section 2. That it shall be the du- 


ty of the undertaker or person acting 
as such to obtain the certificates of 
death have it filled out with respect 
o the personal particulars, present 
t to the attending physician for the 
medical certificate or cause of death, 
and obtain tbe burial, removal 
or 


other permit from the City Clerk; 
Provided that when there was

attending Physician, the certificate 
ball be referred to the health offi- 
cer or coroner for statement of cause

duty of the physician, midwife or 
person acting as midwife, attending

exceeding one hundred (1100) dollara 
or by Imprisonment not exceeding 
sixty days, or by both such fine and 
Imprisonment.

POUSH CHILDftfJ 


BERLIN, Jan. 28.—Lieutenant Hell- 


wig, who was a school teacher la 
Nassau before the war broke out, 
writes to the Allgemeines Bchulblatt 
an educational monthly published at 
•Wiesbaden: 


"We are stationed In a small town 


east of Warsaw and have very little 
to do, as we are far behind our front 
Recently I received orders to organise 
a school for the children of the town. 
After several conferences with the lo- 
cal authorities I started my work, us- 
ing the vacant residence of a wealthy 
lumber dealer who had fled to the 
interior of Russia, for a sohoolhouse. 
In a storage house I found a number 
ot benches, which formerly had done 
duty In a Jewish private school, and 
I also procured a blackboard and a 
few other necessary things. 


"The children ot the town, most of 


whom had never been Inside ot a 
school house, were notified by the po- 
lice that they would have to present 
themselves for Instruction. About 200 
boys and girls between the ages ot 
•Ix and fourteen years appeared and 
they were a sorry looking lot 


"With dirty faces and unkempt hair 


the boys noisily rushed Into my im- 
provised hall of learning. 
Most of 


them wore fur caps that had been left 
behind by Cossacks and their princi- 
pal garments were large fur coats. 


"Although the ground was frozen 


many of the boys wore no shoes, while 
the footwear of the others consisted 
of old knee boots that once belonged 
to father or mother. 


"The 
girls, at least a few of them, 


were not quite so dirty. Some even 
had combed their hair, but their dress 
consisted of all kinds of old, cast-off 
garments of adults and only a few 
wore stockings. Only the Jewish girls 
were really tidy and their intelligent 
faces and neat appearance distin- 
guished them favorably from the rest 
of the crowd. 


"With the results obtained so far 


I am more than satisfied. The Jewish 
Children are model pupils and make 
astonishing progress. 
Many of the 


Polish and Russian boys are also be- 
ginning to show great Interest In their 
studies and they are now learning to 
keep themselves clean. Not one ot 
them comes to school unwashed or un- 


_ kempt, and all are very much attached 


to their teacher. By next summer I 
hope to have an excellent school, If 
I am not ordered to the front again."

PREPAREDNESS. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Geo. W. 


Wlckershun, 
ex-attorney 
general, 


strongly condemned past and present 
American military methods la an elo- 
quent appeal for preparedness be- 
fore the National Security congress 
here Saturday. 


The bounties In land and money 


paid volunteers for enlisting, and the 
pension system which fastens on the 
nation a burden of $180,000,000 a year 
fitly years after the close of our last 
great war, form a dark page of our 
history, he said. 


Yet these are the inevitable product 


of our popular theory (and that of the 
English) that military service Is not 
a duty. Military service is a duty, le- 
gally and morally, Mr. Wlckersham 
showed. 


While admitting that universal con- 


scription cannot now be brought 
about, Mr. Wlckersham said this fact 
only throws Into deeper relief the pltl- 
fulness of our present position and Is 
an added argument for the modest ad- 
ministration defense program 
Dwell- 


ing on our present helplessness, he 
said: 


"We know, for example, that our 


army today is nearly 8,000 below Its 
present authorised strength. We know 
that our navy is short by nearly 6,- 
000 men of Its present authorized 
strength. We know that there is a 
serious deficiency in ammunition for 
our coast defenses. We know that 
we lack for our battle cruisers, scout 
cruisers, aeroplanes and armed air- 
ships, that our submarine fleet is in 
a critical condition. 


•We are told that the coast fortifi- 


cations In the United States, firing 
at the limit of their capacity, would 
expend every bit of ammunition they 
possess within 45 minutes; that at 
Panama, one hour and 45 minutes 
would exhaust the last round of am- 
munition, If the guns were fired at 
their maximum rate, and that there 
exist no defenses against a land at- 
tack upon the canal works by a hos- 
tile force disembarking on the Pa- 
cific side at a point about 60 miles 
south of Panama and advancing along 
the plateau. 


"We undertook 18 years ago a great 


responsibility In the Philippine 
Is- 


lands which we must say, nay can- 
not, run away from, however much 
our people would like to. We occupy 
a strategical point in the Pacific ocean 
In the possession of the Hawaiian 
group of Islands. Its maintenance is 
essential to our national welfare. Its 
loss would mean such destruction of 
national prestige that Its effect upon 
our national welfare is scarcely con- 
ceivable. 


"We occupy a strategical point in 


the world's commercial routes In the 
possession of the Panama canal. Nei- 
ther Panama nor Hawaii Is properly 
and safely garrisoned against possible 
or even probable attack. The general 
staff of the United States army tolls 
us, with the authority of the secretary 
of war, that a fore* of about 25,000 
men Is essential to the protection ot 
the fortifications of the Island of Cu- 
ba; we have some (,000 men there; 
that 24,000 men are essential to the 
protection of the Panama canal, and 
we have about 6,000 men there. 
; 


"With a population of 100,000,000 


souls In continental United States, we 
today have a regular army which num- 
bers only about 80,000 officers and 
men actually under arms, and of this 
not more than one-half are on the 
American continent The police forces 
of IS cities of the United States, with 
a total population slightly under 16,- 


ailaag*. 


it not larger, than the actual person- 
Ml of the regular army employed at 
present on the American continent 


"The condition ot our const de- 


fenses has been sharply put before us 
by the report ot the chief of that 
service, and we are told that artillery 
costing upwards ot $41,000,000 is with- 
out a man to protect It; that the old 
system of relying upon the states for 
voluntary military support, under the 
act of congress, which provides that 
one-halt of the coast artillery shall 
be furnished by the states, has tailed, 
as It always has failed through our 
history, to provide us with anything 
like the stipulated quota ot men. 


"That law should be repealed, and 


that other enactment of congressional 
folly, approved May 27, 1908, which 
provides that the organised 
mllltla 


shall be called Into the service of the 
United States In advance of any vol- 
unteer force which it may be neces- 
sary to raise, should also be repealed 
without delay. Our military experts 
—not the alarmists, but the careful 
students of the war college division ot 
the general staff—In a report pub- 
lished under the sanction of the sec- 
retary of war show that under mod- 
ern conditions a hostile military force 
of nearly 400,000 men could be landed 
on the Atlantic coast within fifteen 
days from the dates ot embarkation, 
and upwards of 400,000 more 
men 


within 30 days thereafter, and they 
say: 


"'Without superiority on the 


sea and an adequate land force 
there is nothing to prevent any 
hostile power or coalition of pow- 
ers from landing on our shores 
such part of its trained and dis- 
ciplined troops as Its available 
transports can carry.' 
"Is it reasonable, in the light ot 


recent history, in view of the count- 
less complications which have already 
compelled our government to make 
strong representations and claims to 
the present belligerent powers for the 
protection of neutral rights and the 
assertion of International obligations, 
to assume that we may forever escape 
the hazards of conflict with other na- 
tions? 
The condition of affairs In 


Mexico is even now the subject ot 
grave concern, and while all thought- 
ful men earnestly hope we may avoid 
the necessity of Intervening with 
armed force In that unhappy country, 
yet every candid mind must admit the 
grave possibility that our duty to hu- 
manity and civilisation may require 
it and common prudence dictates that 
we should now prepare for that con- 
tingency."

POUND'S PLIGHT WORST. 


4400400 Refutes* Living In Holes and 


* London.—The following letter wa* 
written by a British army officer to 
France to hi* nine-year-old son, who 
had asked hi* father what a real bat- 
tle line wa* like: 


"My Dear Brian—Yon would Ilk* to 


know what a real battle line is like. In 
the distance you see a hill and on the 
right some woods. Some farmhouses, 
one or two still Intact and others 
mere heaps of brick, lie dotted about 
Near you on the right is a battery 
hidden under bushes and earthworks. 
Nearer you still are dugouts to which 
the men live underground. 


"In the distance la a German an- 


chored balloon watching the country. 
On the right and overhead is an aero- 
plane. 


"Beyond the hill and the woods are 


the trenches in which the infantry face 
the German infantry, also to trenches. 
Somewhere near the trenches, and 
where they can see them well and the 
country on the'German side, are the 
artillery observation officers, who tele- 
phone directions to the batteries and 
direct their fire where they want All 
this is done very accurately on a spe- 
cial system called registration, by 
which having once hit a target yon 
can always go on'bitting It or anything 
near it 


"For Instance, yesterday when I was 


directing the battery at one of these 
places a German put up a tin on a pole 
and waved It about in the air to his 
trench. I saw this, told one gunner 
what angle to lay at and the range, and 
the next moment the shell arrived and 
the tin went up In the air. What hap- 
pened in the trench I don't know, but 
the shell burst in It. One burst In ours 
this morning and killed one man and 
wounded two others. So they can do 
damage. 


"The trenches are very lively places 


at night when a lot of rifle fire is al- 
ways going on, and one side or the 
other sends out patrols or snipers to 
peep over the other's trenches and 
shoot men; and the trench mortars get 
busy and send over high-explosive 
bombs, or someone more daring than 
others crawls out and throws hand 
grenades into the trench.

which shall be of standard form ap- 
proved by the State Board of Health 
and to receive, and make copies o 
such certificate*, and transmit the 
originals 
to the State Board 
o 


Ralth on the tenth (10) daylof each 
month, and to issue burial, remova 
or other permits upon the 
recelp 


of complete, satisfactory and proper 
executed certificates of death; an< 
no dead body of a human being 
whose death occurs, or whose body 
Is found in this city shall be interred 
otherwise disposed of, removed from 
ihe city, or held more than seventy 
two hours after death, without 
a 


burial, removal or other permit is- 
sued by the City Clerk In advance 
of such Interment, other disposition 
or removal. 


Section 2. That it shall be the du- 


ty of the undertaker or person acting 
as such to obtain the certificates oi 
death have It filled out with respect 
o the personal particulars, present 
It to the attending physician for the 
medical certificate or cause of death, 
and obtain the burial, removal 
or 


other permit from the City Clerk; 
Provided that when there was 
no 


attending physician, the certificate 
shall be referred to the health offi- 
cer or coroner for statement of cause 
of death.

STAIT SCHOOLS FOR 


POLISH CHIUKO 


BERLIN, Jan. IS.—Lieutenant Hell- 


wig, who was a school teacher la 
Nassau before the war broke out, 
writes to the Allgemeines Behulblatt, 
an educational monthly published at 
•Wiesbaden: 


"We are stationed In a small town 


east of Warsaw and have very little 
to do, as we are far behind our front 
Recently I received orders to organise 
a school for the children of the town. 
After several conferences with the lo- 
cal authorities I started my work, us- 
ing the vacant residence of a wealthy 
lumber dealer who had fled to the 
interior of Russia, for a schoolliouse. 
In a storage house I found a number 
of benches, which formerly had done 
duty in a Jewish private school, and 
I also procured a blackboard and a 
few other necessary things. 


"The children of the town, most of 


whom had never been Inside of a 
school house, were notified by the po- 
lice that they would have to present 
themselves for Instruction. About 200 
boys and girls between the ages of 
•Ix and fourteen years appeared and 
they were a sorry looking lot. 


"With dirty faces and unkempt hair 


the boys noisily rushed into my im- 
provised hall of learning. 
Most of 


them wore fur caps that had been left 
behind by Cossacks and their princi- 
pal garments were large fur coats. 


"Although the ground was froien 


many of the boys wore no shoes, while 
the footwear of the others consisted 
of old knee boots that once belonged 
to father or mother. 


"The 
girls, at least a few of them, 


were not quite BO dirty. Some even 
had combed their hair, but their dress 
consisted of all kinds of old, cast-off 
garments of adults and only a few 
wore stockings. Only the Jewish girls 
were really tidy and their intelligent 
faces and neat appearance distin- 
guished them favorably from the rest 
of the crowd. 


"With the results obtained so far 


I am more than satisfied. The Jewish 
Children are model pupils and make 
astonishing progress. 
Many of 
the 


Polish and Russian boys are also be- 
ginning to show great interest in their 
studies and they are now learning to 
keep themselves clean. 
Not one of 


them comes to school unwashed or un- 


_ kempt, and all are very much attached 


to their teacher. By next summer I 
hope to have an excellent school, if 
I am not ordered to the front again."

HHJTA8Y METHODS 


OEO. W. WICKERSHAM MADE ELO- 


QUENT APPEAL AT WASHING- 


TON LAST NIOHT FOR GREATER 


PREPAREDNESS. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. IS.—Oeo. W. 


Wickersham, 
ex-attorney 
general, 


strongly condemned past and present 
American military methods In an elo- 
quent appeal for preparedness be- 
fore the National Security congress 
here Saturday. 


The bounties In land and money 


paid volunteers for enlisting, and the 
pension system which fastens on the 
nation a burden of $180,000,000 a year 
fifty years after the close of our last 
great war, form a dark page ot our 
history, he said. 


Yet these are the inevitable product 


of our popular theory (and that of the 
English) that military service Is not 
a duty. Military service is a duty, le- 
gally and morally, Mr. Wickersham 
showed. 


While admitting that universal con- 


scription cannot now be brought 
about, Mr. Wickersham said this fact 
only throws Into deeper relief the pltl- 
fulness of our present position and is 
an added argument for the modest ad- 
ministration defense program 
Dwell- 


ing on our present helplessness, he 
said: 


'We know, for example, that our 


army today is nearly 8,000 below Its 
present authorised strength. We know 
that our navy is short by nearly 6,- 
000 men of Its present authorized 
strength. We know that there is a 
serious deficiency in ammunition for 
our coast defenses. We know that 
we lack for our battle cruisers, scout 
cruisers, aeroplanes and armed air- 
ships, that our submarine fleet is In 
a critical condition. 


"We are told that the coast fortifi- 


cations In the United States, firing 
at the limit of their capacity, would 
expend every bit of ammunition they 
possess within 45 minutes; that at 
Panama, one hour and 45 minutes 
would exhaust the last round ot am- 
munition, It the guns were tired at 
their maximum rate, and that there 
exist no defenses against a land at- 
tack upon the canal works by a hos- 
tile force disembarking on the Pa- 
cific side at a point about 60 miles 
south of Panama and advancing along 
the plateau. 


'We undertook 18 years ago a great 


responsibility In the Philippine 
Is- 


lands which we must say, nay can- 
not, run away from, however much 
our people would like to. We occupy 
a strategical point in the Pacific ocean 
In the possession of the Hawaiian 
group of islands. Its maintenance Is 
essential to our national welfare. Its 
loss would mean such destruction of 
national prestige that Its effect upon 
our national welfare is scarcely con- 
ceivable. 


"We occupy a strategical point in 


the world's commercial routes In the 
possession of the Panama canal. Nel- 
:her Panama nor Hawaii Is properly 
and safely garrisoned against possible 
or even probable attack. The general 
staff of the United States army tells 
us, with the authority of the secretary 
of war, that a fore* ot about 25,000 
men Is essential to the protection ot 
:he fortifications of the Island ot Cu- 
ba; we have some (,000 men then; 
that 24,000 man are essential to the 
protection of the Panama canal, and 
we have about 6,000 men there. 
: 


"With a population ot 100,000,000 


souls In continental United States, we 
today have a regular army which num- 
bers only about 90,000 officers and 
men actually under arms, and of this 
not more than one-half are on the 
American continent. The police forces 
ot IS cities of the United States, with 
a total population slightly under 16,- 


aslafta. 


it not larger, than the actual person- 
nel ot the regular army employed at 
present on the American continent 


"The condition ot our coast de- 


fenses has been sharply put before us 
by the report ot the chief of that 
service, and we are told that artillery 
costing upwards ot $41,000,000 la with- 
out a man to protect It; that the old 
system of relying upon the states for 
voluntary military support, under the 
act of congress, which provides that 
one-halt of the coast artillery shall 
be furnished by the states, has tailed, 
as It always has failed through our 
history, to provide us with anything 
like the stipulated quota ot men. 


"That law should be repealed, and 


that other enactment of congressional 
folly, approved May 27, 190S, which 
provides that the organised 
militia 


shall be called Into the service of the 
United States tat advance of any vol- 
unteer force which It may be neces- 
sary to raise, should also be repealed 
without delay. Our military experts 
—not the alarmists, but the careful 
students of the war college division ot 
the general staff—In a report pub- 
lished under the sanction of the sec- 
retary of war show that under mod- 
ern conditions a hostile military force 
of nearly 400,000 men could be landed 
on the Atlantic coast within fifteen 
days from the dates ot embarkation, 
and upwards of 400,000 more 
men 


within 30 days thereafter, and they 
say: 


"'Without superiority on the 


sea and an adequate land force 
there is nothing to prevent any 
hostile power or coalition of pow- 
ers from landing on our shores 
such part of its trained and dis- 
ciplined troops as Its available 
transports can carry.' 
"Is it reasonable, in the light ot 


recent history, in view of the count- 
less complications which have already 
compelled our government to make 
strong representations and claims to 
the present belligerent powers for the 
protection of neutral rights and the 
assertion of International obligations, 
to assume that we may forever escape 
the hazards of conflict with other na- 
tions? 
The condition of affairs In 


Mexico is even now the subject ot 
grave concern, and while all thought- 
ful men earnestly hope we may avoid 
the necessity of Intervening with 
armed force In that unhappy country, 
yet every candid mind must admit the 
grave possibility that our duty to hu- 
manity and civilization may require 
it, and common prudence dictates that 
we should now prepare for that con- 
tingency."
